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Indianola housing project gets go-ahead 
Madrone: clear Trinidad Head of tech

INDIANOLA - A housing proj- 
ect in the Indianola area between 
Arcata and Eureka has gotten 
go-ahead for a zoning change ap- 
plication but there’s controversy 
over its location. 

At its Nov. 1 meeting, the coun- 
ty’s Board of Supervisors approved 
allowing the project’s applicant, 
an LLC owned by Rob Arkley’s 
Security National corporation, to 


seek a General Plan amendment 
that will dramatically increase the 
housing density for about 22 acres 
at the intersection of Walker Point 
and Indianola roads. 

If it’s approved, the amend- 
ment will increase housing densi- 
ty from one unit per 2.5 acres to 
up to 30 units per acre. 

Supervisor Mike Wilson is 
concerned about planning staff 
delving into workload on a proj- 
ect that is “going to create a lot 


of controver- 
sy and may 
or may not 
have the legs 
to make it 
through the 
process.” 

Planning

Ford said with 
the decline of 
cannabis permit applications and 
other projects, there’s enough 
staff capacity.

ARCATA — An appeal 
has been filed over the Plan- 
ning Commission’s Oct. 25 
approval of the Westwood 
Garden Apartments com- 
plex, a project proposed by 
Steve and Eric Strombeck 
of Westwood De- 
velopers. 

The appeal 
was received by 
the city Nov. 8, 
and was filed by a 
current resident 
of the complex, 
Raelina Krik- 
ston for a fee of 
$2,054.12. It is 
tentatively set to 
be heard by the City Council 
at its Dec. 7 meeting. 

As approved by the com- 
mission, the project adds 
102 one-bedroom — units 
about 416 square feet in 
size to the present 60 units 
at the complex via addition 
of multiple buildings and 
removal of 21 trees. 

States Krikston’s ap- 
peal, “The proposed de- 
velopment does not meet

the standard intended by 
the PD Combining Zone. 
It does not utilize modern 
site planning techniques 
to result in a more efficient 
use of land and a better 
living environment. In- 
stead, it contributes to a 
degradation of the living 
standard on this 
parcel for cur- 
rent and future 
residents. Due to 
the nature of the 
project as well as 
inconsistencies in 
the staff reports 
presented to the 
Planning Com- 
mission, we find 
the grounds for 
the proposed development 
to be appealed.” 

The appeal lists multiple 
bullet points in support of 
its contentions. It alleges 
failure to meet ADA re- 
quirements and land use 
standards, and to comply 
with the General Plan’s 
Housing Element. It also 
contends that the com- 
mission was confused and 
misled by erroneous infor- 
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“It’s educational, 
entertaining, and 
thought provoking, 
and will serve as the 
definitive reference 
for years to come.” 


mation in a staff report, on 
which findings for approval 
were made. 

During extended _re- 
marks at the Oct. 25 Planco 
meeting, Krikston object- 
ed to the project’s specifics 
such as the tiny size of the 
dwellings, lack of recreation 
space and elimination of 
open space. 

She documented what 
she said were negative de- 
sign features, including loss 
of lighting and privacy with 
the close proximity of new 
apartment blocks in what is 
now open space. Residents 
who now enjoy sunlight, 
she said, will have to keep 
their drapes closed. 

Decrying the “relative 
privation fallacy,” she said 
the city needn't accept 
Strombeck’s revised pro- 
posal just because it is bet- 
ter than the initial one. 

Krikston also alleged a 


failure of process regard- 
ing the dominance of area 
developers in defining local 
housing. “We are letting 
the ineptitudes of the small 
number of developers that 
operate here to define our 
city,” she said. 

In contrast, she said, a 
well-written Gateway Area 
Plan, she said, will require 
developers to “step up” 
with better designs. 

“This is a_ beautiful 
place,” she said. “Arca- 
ta’s a hottie, and it’s like 
she’s been dating the same 
schlub from middle school 
*cause she doesn’t know 
any better.” 

Continued Krikston, 
“Three entities in town 
own the majority of multi- 
unit homes in Arcata,” she 
said, suggesting they be in- 
centivized to provide com- 
munity benefits along with 
housing.

Indianola | Tremendous need for housing’

Wilson said his “biggest concern” is 
that the project doesn’t fit with the City 
of Arcata’s greenbelt protection planning 
and could be “sprawl-inducing.” 

But a written staff report says there is 
“a substantial need for student, indus- 
try, and affordable housing in Humboldt 
County and this change would be in the 
public interest.” 

During a public comment period, Col- 
in Fiske of the Coalition for Responsible 
Transportation Priorities described the 
project as “car-dependent housing” that 
offsets affordability. 

“It’s not housing for everybody and 
housing for everybody is what we need to 
address the housing crisis,” he said. 

Larry Glass of the Northcoast Environ- 
mental Center questioned the project’s 
location. 

“This is a great plan for someplace 
right near a community with services but 
out here by Indianola Road, there are no 
services and there’s already way too much 
traffic,” Glass said. 

But Julian Berg, the project’s archi- 
tect and a former Indianola resident, said 
there’s “a tremendous need for housing” 
and the housing will have “all electric 
utilities” and a “range of housing types,” 
including apartments and studios. 

Former Arcata Mayor Paul Pitino also 
vouched for the project, saying its site is 
“a perfect place to develop” and with the 
imminent development of the Indianola 
Interchange, it'll have “great driving and 
bus infrastructure.” 

The project is involves a variety of po- 
tentially controversial issues but only a 
request for permission to apply for the 
zoning change was at hand and it was 


unanimously approved. 
Trinidad Head lease 

Also at the meeting, the county re- 
newed a lease for use of a Trinidad Head 
telecommunications site but Supervisor 
Steve Madrone has advised that an effort 
is underway to remove and relocate the 
transmitting equipment. 

The board’s approval allows a lease 
agreement with the Coast Guard to con- 
tinue through Aug. 31, 2027. 

Madrone nodded to the importance of 
the communications infrastructure but 
noted that “Trinidad Head is considered 
to be a sacred site by the Native Ameri- 
can community” and removing the equip- 
ment is a goal. 

“We might not ever get everything of 
off of the Head but there is definitely a 
movement to remove everything that we 
can,” he said. 

Madrone added that telecommunica- 
tions companies and the City of Trinidad 
“have gone through great expense and 
great effort to remove facilities from Trin- 
idad Head to start moving it back to its 
more natural state.” 

He said the city gave up $20,000 to 
$30,000 of annual lease income to have 
some of the equipment removed and 
re-located. 

The city “took a substantial hit but 
made a substantial commitment to the 
Native American community to do that,” 
he continued. 

Madrone joined a unanimous vote to 
approve the lease extension but hopes the 
county will “figure out another site to be 
able to locate our equipment at so we can 
be part of removing our equipment off 
this sacred site.”

Arcata won’t be alone in se- 
lecting an all-woman City Coun- 
cil. Blue Lake also has its female 
candidates showing comfortable 
leads. “It’s looking that way; I’m 
not sure when all of the votes will 
be officially counted, so we’re 
reserving our comments until 
the results are official,” said City 
Manager Amanda Mager. 

In other Arcata election news, 
Measure L, the Utility Users Tax 
(UUT), was again renewed by 
Arcata voters.

The dream of an independent Bayside Community Hall is over 


o Our Community, 
It is with sad hearts that 


we report the final demise 
of Bayside Community Hall as an 
independent organization. We 
have followed the community’s 
input and taken the legal process 
as far as feasible. 

As of late October, paperwork 
has been completed to end the 
lawsuit (lodged by the Califor- 
nia State Grange against Bayside 
Community Hall in April 2020), 
thereby formalizing and finaliz- 
ing the transfer of the hall build- 
ing at the corner of Jacoby Creek 
and Old Arcata roads, and all of 
the corporate holdings, to the 
Grange organization. 

When the membership of 
Bayside Grange #500 took steps 
that disassociated them from 
the Grange organization back in 
2017, they believed that Califor- 
nia state law would protect them

as corporate owners of record of 
the hall property, supported by 
the reality that it was the local 
group that built, maintained and 
operated the building, and held 
title for all of its existence with- 
out any financial support from 
the State or National Grange. 

It is clear now that those com- 
munity members underestimat- 
ed the immense power that a 
charter grants to a national or- 
ganization (The National Grange 
of the Order of Patrons of Hus- 
bandry) to control the destiny of 
its subordinates (local chapters 
like Bayside). 

Any individual who joins their 
local grange must take an oath to 
follow the Digest of Laws of the 
National Grange, not just as they 


exist at the time of chartering (for 
Bayside, that was back in 1932), 
but as amended for all of time, 
even if such amendments deprive 
them of a basic right to control 
the property in their name. 

During the four years that 
Bayside Grange functioned as 
Bayside Community Hall, it be- 
came clear that there were many 
more individuals in our com- 
munity who were excited to be 
involved with an autonomous 
community nonprofit than were 
interested in the grange fraternal 
organization. 

Individuals and community 
service groups stepped up with 
labor and financial support to 
complete critically needed work 
on the 80-year old building (in-

cluding a new roof, earthquake 
retrofit of the foundation, drain- 
age and fire safety work) as well 
as upgrades that make the build- 
ing more valuable for its com- 
munity users (new equipment, 
a custom lobby bar, a beautiful 
outdoor storage shed, full kitch- 
en renovation, fencing and much 
more). 

We organized a great variety 
of community events and provid- 
ed a venue for many more, even 


managing to adapt and thrive 
during the COVID shutdowns. 
We are incredibly proud of the 
work that we did during this time, 
and grateful for the opportuni- 
ty to work with so many smart, 
skilled, generous and fascinating 
members of our community. 

The community’s investment 
of nearly $500,000 has left the 
Grange organization with a build- 
ing in much better condition than 
what we started with. It is our fer- 
vent hope that they will find a way 
to use it to serve that community 
in the broadest possible way.

Hunger & homelessness 

AHHA, Affordable Homeless and Hous- 
ing Alternatives, has taken the lead the last 
five years to have the Board of Supervisors, 
Eureka City Council, and the Arcata City 
Council to proclaim Hunger and Home- 
lessness Awareness Week one week prior 
to the Thanksgiving Holiday. The purpose 
is to promote education, awareness, and 
action on hunger and homelessness. No 
one should have to worry whether they will 
have food on their table or a roof over their 
head. But the reality is that hunger and 
homelessness are widespread problems. 
People from all walks of life, including 
families with children, employed and un- 
employed workers, elderly residents, vet- 
erans, disabled, youth and individuals are 
impacted by hunger and homelessness. 

In January 2016, the Eureka City Coun- 
cil declared a Shelter Crisis. In February 
2018, the Board of Supervisors declared a 
Shelter Crisis and established the Housing 
Trust Fund and Homeless Solutions Com- 
mittee to address the homeless problem. 
However, Humboldt County and the City 
of Eureka Joint Homeless Strategy and 
Implementation Plan adopted the Housing 
First approach in 2016 that set criteria to 
fund housing goals with an emphasis on 
brick and mortar projects. This approach 
discouraged pursuing approaches aimed at 
short term solutions including Safe Park- 
ing Zones, Sanctioned Camping, and Tiny 
House Villages. Unfortunately, the Hous- 
ing First Strategy requires an adequate 
stock of affordable housing which Hum- 
boldt County lacks. 

The lack of priority by our elected pub- 
lic officials to respond to the Emergency 
Crisis Declarations is clearly evident. The 
Housing Trust Fund and Homelessness 
Solutions Committee has not received ad- 
equate money to provide effective solu- 
tions surrounding the homeless crisis. The 
Board of Supervisors has lacked communi- 
cation with this committee despite the sup- 
port from the Grand Jury and the Human 
Rights Commission to find short term solu- 
tions. The committee has no power and no 
teeth to drive its mission. 

As long as the affordable housing cri- 
sis exists, short-term solutions need to be 
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implemented. AHHA believes that hous- 
ing is a human right and recommends Safe 
Parking Zones, Sanctioned Camping, and 
Tiny House Villages. The goal is to give the 
homeless a level of stability by providing 
a place where they can be safe and warm, 
store their possessions, access food, garbage 
facilities and proper hygiene with restroom 
and shower facilities. It is easier to provide 
mental health and case management ser- 
vices with this approach. These alternatives 
are quicker and easier to implement. 

While some progress has been made on 
dealing with the homeless crisis, there is 
a lack of political will to implement these 
solutions. I am disappointed by those who 
believe that law enforcement should be the 
primary tool in dealing with the homeless. 
I am disheartened by NIMBYism (Not in 
My Back Yard) which lacks compassion for 
the unhoused. Our community needs short 
term solutions to transition the unhoused 
to permanent housing when and if an ad- 
equate supply becomes available. In the 
meantime, the homeless crisis will contin- 
ue to plague our communities.

Money and politics 


For several months now I have been 
thinking about money and politics. It start- 
ed in September when a news channel 
stated that $6.1B was being spent on the 
midterm elections, making it the most ex- 
pensive midterm ever. 

I often wonder where THIS money 
comes from. 

There is a wonderful film out there called 
“Distinguished Gentlemen” that stars Ed- 
die Murphy as a con man who gets elected 
to congress simply because his name is the 
same as the recently deceased represen- 
tative from a Florida district. While it is a 
comic sendup about the power and money 
involved in Washington, D.C. all the figures 
used in the movie were correct. The salary, 
the money provided to hire a staff and all 
the perks that go along with the job. Now 


those figures are much higher. Currently 
the yearly base salary of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives is $174,000. They also receive 
the Members Representational Allowance, 
that currently stands at about $1.3M a year 
to pay staff, office expenses and mailing 
expenses. They can also increase their sal- 
aries by committee work, travel work, etc. 
You know all those “fact finding missions” 
are funded by taxes. 

One of the more troubling things about 
our system is that the day a Representative 
takes the oath of office they are running for 
reelection. In the 1960s and ’70s they had a 
grace period of about 18 months. Now that 
is gone. 

I have long proposed that the election 
laws should be simple: You can only spend 
the salary from your term of office to get 
reelected. So, Congressmen and women 
would only be able to spend $348,000. 
The advantage of this plan is we would not 
spend ALL of our time seeing political adds 
and something actually might get done in 
Washington, D.C. 

The other figure that caught my eye was 
$29.6B. This figure is a little more obscure. 
Six conservative states — Arkansas, Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and South 
Carolina filed suit to stop President Bidens 
plan to forgive part of the student loan debt 
for millions of Americans. 

Now $10,000 of relief is not a great deal 
of money for many students who graduat- 
ed from college with 10s if not hundreds of 
thousands of dollars spent on getting a de- 
gree. But anything will help. The above 6 
states sued to stop this program and took it 
all the way to the Supreme Court, not once 
but twice. They were turned down. 

The early reporting on this story turned 
up something interesting. The states that 
filed this suit have a combined student debt 
of, you guessed it, $29.6B. The reason giv- 
en initially by these states was undue finan- 
cial burden. The massive debt cancellation 
would harm the lenders in these states. 

In my little missives I have often decried 
the Simon Legere attitude that has crept 
into our society. But really! 

The student loan business is nothing 
more than a con with interest rates that 
are usurious; this used to be illegal by 
statute in this country. (Sorry about the 
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word but it is the only one I can think of 
that describes this horrible practice) I have 
first-hand knowledge. I once had a student 
loan. I decided in my 50s to go to culinary 
school. It is an expensive proposition and 
I had the money, but then I was offered a 
low interest loan. Since the interest was 1/3 
of what I could make by leaving the money 
invested, I read the fine print and signed on 
the dotted line. Fast forward to graduation. 
One week before graduation I got a letter 
informing me that my student loan had 
been sold and the interest rate went from 
3 percent to 14 percent. I waited until the 
last minute and paid off the loan. I went to 
school with many that were not so lucky 
and still have horrible times putting a roof 
over their heads and paying off their stu- 

dent loans. And this is 18 years ago. 
We need to get money out of politics, it 

is really as simple as that.

Limoncello Macarons 
(Makes 8) 


1 cup shredded coconut 

2 tablespoons almond flour 

13 cup coconut milk 

2 tablespoons agave nectar (or another liquid 
sweetener that is neutral) 

1 tablespoon limoncello liqueur 

Y2 preserved lemon, pulp scraped out, rind minced 
fine 

Icing 

1/2 teaspoon almond milk 

1/2 teaspoon limoncello liqueur 

4 tablespoons powdered sugar 


Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. Combine all the 
ingredients for the macarons and mix well. Drop 
tablespoon size amounts of dough onto a parchment 
lined baking sheet and bake for 15 minutes. Allow to cool 
for at least 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile, combine icing ingredients and refrigerate 
to allow icing to thicken.. Swirl icing on top of cooled 
macarons and refrigerate in a tightly sealed container if 
not eating them immediately.

TRINIDAD -— For both locals and 
visitors, Houda Point is an inspiring 
place that is awash with social, cul- 
tural, and environmental meaning. 
From the edge of the bluff, you can 
experience both the intimacy of the 
waves crashing upon the rocks below 
you and the limitless lines of swell ex- 
tending south along Clam Beach. 

Nearby Camel Rock is one of the 
southernmost offshore rocks along 
the Trinidad Gateway to the Cali- 
fornia Coastal National Monument 
(CCNM). 

The CCNM provides critical habi- 
tat for seabirds, pinnipeds, intertidal 
communities and sensitive plant spe- 
cies, and holds cultural significance 
to local Indigenous Peoples who have 
lived here since time immemorial. 

But whichever the reason for one’s 
appreciation for this iconic coastal 
bluff, there are few things as gratify- 


ing as caring for the land you love ina 
tangible and observable way. 

Thanks to the generous support 
of Samara Restoration, Erin Pon- 
te Landscape Architecture, Miller 
Farms and a dedicated group of Vol- 
unteer Stewards, we were able to do 
just on Nov. 4 and 5 at Houda Point! 

With plants, tools and expertise 
dedicated by Samara Restoration, 
mulch and soil conditioner donated 
by Miller Farms, and landscape de- 
sign donated by Erin Ponte, we re- 
stored the western edge of the coast- 
al park with native plants like beach 
strawberry, western azalea, sticky 
monkeyflower, and many others. 

Enhancing this site with native 
plants benefits the local ecosystem by 
attracting native pollinators and ben- 
eficial insects, promoting slope sta- 
bilization and soil biodiversity, and 
providing an aesthetic and education- 
al experience for visitors.

Beginning Birdwatching and Project FeederWatch

BAYSIDE —- Beginning 
Birdwatching and Project 
FeederWatch takes place 
at the Jacoby Creek School 
Garden in Bayside on Sat- 
urday Nov. 19 from 10 a.m. 
to noon. 

Project FeederWatch is a 
cooperative research proj- 
ect of the Cornell Lab of Or- 
nithology and Bird Studies 
Canada (formerly the Long 
Point Bird Observatory). 
feederwatch.org/about/ 
project-overview/ 

It’s a winter-long (No- 
vember-April) citizen sci- 
ence survey of birds that 
visit feeders at backyards, 
nature centers, communi- 
ty areas, and other locales 
in North America. Partici- 
pants periodically count the 
birds they see at their feed- 
ers and send their counts to 
Project FeederWatch. 

Anyone interested in 
birds can participate. Feed- 
erWatch is conducted by 


people of all skill levels and 
backgrounds, including 
children, families, individ- 
uals, classrooms, retired 
persons, youth groups, na- 
ture centers and bird clubs. 
FeederWatch data help 
scientists track broadscale 
movements of winter bird 
populations and long-term 
trends in bird distribution 
and abundance. 
FeederWatch results 
are regularly published in 
scientific journals and are 
shared with ornithologists 
and bird lovers nationwide. 
Project | FeederWatch 
began in Ontario in the 
mid-1970s. Through Can- 
ada’s Long Point Bird Ob- 
servatory, Erica Dunn es- 
tablished the Ontario Bird 
Feeder Survey in 1976. 
After a successful 10-year 
run with more than 500 
participants, its organizers 
realized that only a conti- 
nental survey could accu- 
rately monitor the large- 
scale movements of birds.

Therefore, Long Point Bird 
Observatory decided to ex- 
pand the survey to cover all 
of North America. 
Realizing they would 
need a strong partner in 
this venture, Long Point 
approached the Cornell Lab 
of Ornithology, and a per- 
fect match was soon made. 
The Cornell Lab’s connec- 
tion to thousands of bird 
enthusiasts across the 
United States, its sophis- 
ticated computer systems, 
and Long Point’s experi- 
ence at managing feed- 
er surveys made Project 
FeederWatch a hit from 
the start. Since then the 
number of project partic- 
ipants has grown to more 
than 20,000. 
Project FeederWatch 
continues to be a coopera- 
tive research project of the

Cornell Lab of Ornitholo- 
gy and Birds Canada (for- 
merly the Long Point Bird 
Observatory and later Bird 
Studies Canada). 

Jacoby Creek School 
Garden has been partici- 
pating in Project Feeder- 
Watch for several years. In 
2019, Garden Coordinator 
Sue Moore invited Red- 
wood Region Audubon So- 
ciety to help with bird iden- 
tification at their feeders. A 
relationship blossomed! 

The garden is an ideal 
place for birdwatching on 
the edge of a pasture next 
to willow thickets not far 
from a freshwater pond, 
Humboldt Bay and forested 
hills. Many species of birds 
pass by and visit the feed- 
ers and garden plants. It is 
especially suited for begin- 
ning birdwatchers. 

Please join us for Begin- 
ning Birdwatching & Project 
FeederWatch at the Jaco- 
by Creek School Garden 
just north of Jacoby Creek 
School in Bayside on Satur- 
day, Nov. 19 and every third 
Saturday through April 15, 
2023.
